THE MEXICAN EMPIRE. 

Exoric dynasties and forms of government rarely do well. 
In mediwval times they occasionally took root in the soil to 
which they were transplanted, and grew into vigour; but, in 
the modern age of civilisation, the experiment of reconsti- 
tuting peoples upon a foreign plan and by foreign intervention 
has seldom succeeded, Mexico is clearly destined to add one 
more to the list of failures which illustrate the general truth 
of the remark. The Empire visibly approaches its hour of 
dissolution, The French army is being concentrated with a 
view to its departure, General Sherman is reported to be on 
his way to Mexico, Maximilian, whether his rumoured abdi- 
cation be a fact, or only one of those shadows which prefigure 
coming events, will, at no distant date, rejoin the Empress at 
Miramar ; and the Republic, under the presidency of Juarez 
and the protectorate of the United States, will be restored. 
Sic transit gloria! 

We cannot profess to contemplate the apparently inevitable 
iasue with strong emotion, though our feeling, on the whole, 
is one of regret, Our hopes and good wishes followed the 
Emperor when he quitted his own splendid inheritance, in the 
expectation of being able to reduce chaos to order in one of 
the richest but most anarchical of the Transatlantic States, 
We did not, it is true, cherish any sentiment of ambition in 


We felt no interest in the spread of Imperialism, as such, 
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which has no virtue apart from adaptation to the sympathies, | 
aspirations, and wants of the people who are subject to it. But 
the time seemed to us to have arrived when the substitution of 
any form of regular government for the incessant conflicts of 
quasi-military factions in the old dominions of Montezuma 
would bea gain to humanity ; and, ifit should become permanent, 
would certainly prove an inestimable blessing to the Mexican 
people, Weare by no means sure that the Napoleonic project 
was intrinsically condemned either by then existing facts or 
by political philosophy. It seemed, at first blush, as the only 
deus ex machiné which could possibly rescue Mexico from 
being torn to pieces by her own children, The United States, 
in the very heat of their own civil war, connived at, even 
while diplomatically protesting against, European interven- 
tion. The Emperor Maximilian possessed many qualifications 
for successful rule, and, albeit a Hapsburg, was neither an 
oppressor nor a bigot. Under any circumstances, his task 
would, no doubt, have been an arduous one; but when 
he ascended the throne there was a fair prospect that he 
would succeed in rallying round it the best part of the 
population, 

Two circumstances, however, both of them probably un- 
anticipated by either the Imperial patron or client, by

which had bloomed during the initial stages of the experi- 
ment. The French people never took to it kindly; the 
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French army never prided itself upon a service which im- 
posed serious risks and hardships without offering in return 
military glory or substantial reward. In the face of these 
drawbacks, the support given to the new empire could be 
neither decisive in point of weight nor adequately extended 
in point of duration. Financial necessities militated against 
the one—diplomatic causes prevented the other. This, how- 
ever, was not the only miscalculation, The war in the United 
States was brought to an earlier conclusion, and issued in a 
more complete result, than Europe had been at all prepared to exe 
pect ; and what the Great Republic barely tolerated in the hour 
of her anguish and helplessness, she was not likely to favour 
when she recovered her sfr¢ngth. She has treated the French 
Government with unusual respect and forbearance ; but she 
has made it acquainted with her irrevoca!)le determination to 
prohibit the employment of European force on the continent 
of America for the purpose of imposing upon any people a 
form of rule different to her own, If Mexico desires to be an 
empire, Mexico can maintain herself under that régime 
without the aid of French or Austrian bayonets, If Mexico 
has no such desire, French and Austrian bayonets are out of 
place in that region. They cannot remain ; they must be off, 
Time will be given them, so that their departure may be 
leisurely and honourable, But go they must; for so long 
as they stay they violate a political principle to which the 
people of the United States attach supreme importance, 
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Irrespectively, however, of any action, diplomatic or other- 
wise, of the United States’ Government, there were difficulties 
inseparable from the enterprise to which Maximilian was 
persuaded to commit himself, which rendered his success 
extremely problematical. Three pre-requisites were indis- 
pensable to anything like a chance of establishing the 
empire—an army, a revenue, and time. If an indigenous 
military force, bound to the throne by a strong sentiment of 
loyalty, could have been collected, organised, made amenable to 
discipline, and inspired with a spirit of patriotic devotion, there 
might have been some hope, at least, of suppressing the elements 
of disorder, A foreign army, however brave and highly dis- 
ciplined, laboured under serious disadvantages. The area 
over which its operations should extend was too vast to allow 
of its being so distributed as to reach every point without 
materially breaking up its unity ; and hence there were broad 
districts in which its power was scarcely felt beyond the 
ground which it occupied ; its work was harassing, and its 
successes comparatively barren. The French army needed to 
be constantly recruited in order to fill up the gaps made 
in its ranks by an enervating and sickly climate, by 
by privations, by exposure, and by fighting, 
and France could not long bear the drain which such 
reinforcements required. Of course, revenue could not be col- 
lected except where the Emperor's authority was recognised, 
and it therefore became a matter of necessity to trench upon 
the large estates of the Church, This step, however, besides 
calling down upon Maximilian’s Government the censure of 
the Pope, arrayed in hostility against it the numerous eccle- 
sisastics whose influence over the population is almost 
nnbounded, Still, if time had been given him, the 
Emperor might possibly have surmounted these for- 
midable obstacles, For the reasons we have already 
indicated, time has been denied him. In the midst 
of thickening difficulties, Maximilian finds himself about to 
be abandoned to his own resources, Even now, itis said, he 
is resolved to stand manfully by his work, and cast it and 
himself upon the loyalty of his subjects. But it can hardly 
be supposed that when that determination was taken he 
counted upon the recognition of Juarez by the Government 
at Washington. This fact gives the coup de grace to his 
prospects, Sooner or later—the sooner the better, perhaps, 
for himself—he will be compelled to abdicate his newly- 
erected throne and quit for ever the country of his adoption. 

It is by no means certain that the intervention of the United 
States will prove as costless as seems to be taken for granted. 
The presidency of Juarez is not likely to be forced upon the 
Mexicans by bare threats. A powerful faction, headed by 
General Ortega, is in the field against him as a usurper, and 
the chances are that diplomacy will have to be backed up by 
the employment of a not inconsiderable military force. There 
can be little doubt, however, that the idea of establishing a 
protectorate over a Mexican republic is popular through- 
out the States, both Northern and Southern, or that 
the policy of President Johnson will be vigorously sustained, 
That a territorial cession is the prize which Juarez, when 
established, will have to pay for the assistance given him, has 
been both asserted and denied, It matters little, except to 
Americans, whose social life and public morality every 
addition of territory to the large superfluity they already 
possess helps to derange. This, however, is exclusively 
If they can only diffuse through Mexico 
their own attachment to law and public order, and impart 
some of their energy to its listless population, they will, in a 
somewhat imperious fashion, have done the world a service, 

France will probably hail with satisfaction the approaching 
close of an experiment which annually swelled her “ extra- 
ordinary budget,” especially if, as we take for granted, the 
safety of her loan is secured. The Emperor, however, cannot 
be expected to look at the matter with a glad heart. His 
“idea” really appears to have been disinterested, tinged, it 
may be, with a hue of romance, That, meteor-like, it 
should have become transiently effulgent, and then been 
hopelessly extinguished, is vexatious and mortifying. Men 
in his exalted position cannot easily afford to fail. 
But of all living Monarchs none more philosophically 
than he can throw over failure an air of grace by wise 
acquiescence in faits accomplis, He never allows his passions 
to get the mastery of his judgment, It must cost him a 
twinge to give up what doubtless presented itself to him asa 
promising and beneficent design. He has made large sacrifices 
for it. He has indulged pleasing hopes respecting it, Buthe 
will not pay for its realisation the heavy price of a rupture 
with the United States. He accepts the rebuff of forftne as a 
self-possessed man should do. In the end, perhaps, he will 
convert present disappointment into future good,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 

FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Nov. 15, 
Tue Court has quitted St. Cloud, and is now installed at Com 2, 
where it arrived on the afternoon of Tuesday. It is reported that the 
members of the commission for the reorganisation of the army are 
among the first series of invited guests who were to arrive at the 
chateau yesterday, and that it is in contemplation to hold a daily 
meeting of the committee during their week’s sojourn at Compiégne. 
Beyond the Government plan, of which I sent you a sketch several 
weeks since, five other plans have to be discussed. Prince Napoleon, 
who has been invited to assist in the deliberations of the committee, 
was present at its third meeting a few days since. To-day the 
aps féte will be celebrated at Compiégne after the accustomed 
fashion. 

The Emperor and Empress were present at the Gymnase on Satur- 
day last to witness the performance of M. Victorien Sardou’s new 
comedy, “Nos Bons Villageois,” and were well received by the 
audience, The day before the Emperor spent several hours in 
shooting at Rambouillet, 

Between forty and fifty students and workmen, I understand, were 
arrested a few evenings since, at the Café ‘Theenkonnen, in the 
Quartier Latin, charged with being members of a secret society. The 
Siécle maintains that the affair had its origin in a certain number of 
French workmen, calling themselves a deputation from the working 
classes of Paris, havin refused permission to participate in the 
deliberations of a working man’s congress recently held at Geneva, 
and that the meeting which the police have chosen to designate as 
that of a secret society was merely one called together for the pur- 
pose of recording a protest on so innocent a subject as that men- 
tioned above. Owing, however, to the number of persons assembled 
exceeding twenty, the meeting was clearly in violation of the law. 

General Fleury’s impending departure for Florence is much talked 
of in political circles, Although the object of his mission has not 
been annoursed, it is generally understood to have relation to certain 
negotiations, already opened, I believe, between the Italian Govern- 
ment and the Papal See, and that General Fleury prepared to 
recommend King Victor Emmanuel to act with the utmost con- 
sideration towards the Pope. 

A large cargo of Phoenician antiquities from the island of Cyprus, 
consisting principally of statues much mutilated, has just been un- 
shipped at Cherbourg, and is about to be transferred to the galleries 
of the Louvre. 

One of the seconds in the recent literary duel, M. Clement 
Duvernois, who was sentenced to fine and imprisonment for the part 
he had taken, celebrated his entry into the prison of St. Pelagie the 
other day by a grand dinner. 

The statement that L’Bvénement, M. Villemessant’s lively little 
journal, had been pardoned by the Emperor, turns out to be incor- 
rect, and, the proprietor having lost his appeal before the Cour 
Impérial, the existence of the paper will terminate in a few days 
time. 

A considerable proportion of the Swedish contributions to the 
Paris International Exhibition of 1867 has already arrived at Havre, 
and preparations are being made to convey the cases in flat-bottomed 
boats up the Seine. Among the objects sent are several picturesque 
chalets for erection in the exhibition park, 

BELGIUM. 

The Chambers were opened on Tuesday by the King in person, 
Tn his speech his Majesty congratulated the Chambers on Belgium 
being on the most friendly terms with all foreign Powers, and 
declared his intention of maintaining a policy of the strictest and 
most loyal neutrality. He announced several bills which will 
be laid before the Chambers in reference to the abolition of 
imprisonment for debt, the amendment of the laws on the detention 
of prisoners while under accusation, the extradition laws, and the 
removal of the restrictions on the manufacture of articles of gold 
and silver. His Majesty alluded in graceful terms to the late visit 
of the English and French volunteers to Brussels, In the delivery 
of the address his Majesty was frequently interrupted by loud 
cheers, and at its close the applause was general. 

The King has allowed a subvention from his private purse for the 
national Flemish theatre at Brussels, 


ITALY. 

King Victor Emmanuel made his public entry into Venice on the 
preemen es the 7th inst., as stated in our last Number. We defer 
giving the particulars till next week, when his Majesty's reception will 
be illustrated in this Journal, from sketches by our Special Artist. 
Many distinguished personages from all countries were in Venice, 
On the 8th the King visited the public institutions and principal 
monuments of Venice. Large crowds assembled on his passage, and 
gave his Majesty a continual and enthusiastic ovation. In the evening 

paid a state visit to the theatre. On the 1Ith, in the Piazza San 
Marco, the King decorated the flag of the Venetian Municipality 
with a gold medal of honour. The ceremony was witnessed by im- 
mense crowds, General Méring was received in private 
by the King, who conferred upon him the cross grand officer of 
the Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus. 

His Majesty, who has left Venice on a tour Venetia, 
entered Udine on Wednesday, and was received with enthusiasm. 

By order of the King, the iron crown has been exhibited to the 
public for some days in the Royal Gallery of Arms of Turin, 

The Government has concluded a commercial treaty with Japan,

PRUSSIA, 

At the reassembling of the Chambers, on Monday, the Finance 

Minister brought into the Chamber of Deputies the budget for 1867, 





He stated that the power granted by the Chambers to contract a 
loan had not yet been made use of; 27,500,000 thalers had been paid 
into theTreasury. The revenue of 1866 showed a total of 168,804,000 
thalers, including a sum of 4,600,000 thalers derived from war con- 
tributions, thereby exceeding the preliminary estimates by the 
amount of 7,210,000 thalers, Of this sum 2,400,000 thalers would be 
devoted to increasing the salaries of officials and school teachers, 
and to increasing the pay of the military forces. 

Two Royal letters have been published addressed to the Ministers 
of War and of the Interior respectively. In the former his Majest 
expresses his thanks for the active part taken by the people in tend- 
ing the wounded soldiers, In the latter the King testifies his Royal 
recognition of the magnificent reception accorded to the troops on 
their return home by communes, corporations, and individuals. 

The Government has decreed the establishment of tribunals of 
commerce on the French model. 

The Berlin semi-official Provincial Correspondence has a half- 
threat directed towards Vienna. “The appointment of Baron von 
Beust as Austrian Minister for Foreign Affairs,” it says, “can only 
create dangers for those who may attempt to renew in the German 
question an interference which is settled to be definitively at an 
end.” But it is added that “such an attempt would only hasten 
the ruin of those who made it, and would impel Prussia to complete 
more quickly and more decisively the national work of Germany,” 


DENMARK, 

The Rigsdag was opened, at noon on Monday, by King Christian. 
His a! read a speech from the Throne, in which, after stating 
that a bill for the dowry of Princess Dagmar will be laid before the 
Chambers, he said -— 

Denmark has not remained untouched by the political events that have 
recently taken place in the centre of Europe. By the treaty of peace con- 
cluded between Austria and Prussia at Prague, the latter Power has under- 
taken to restore North Schleswig, in so far as the population may, by free 
voting, pronounce themselves in favour of such astep, Although this has 
not yet taken place, still the text of the treaty and the national direction in 
which European relations are now being developed are a guarantee tha: we 
also shall obtain the national frontiers necessary for the security of the 
country. This is the object towards which, since the Treaty of Vienna, our 
hopes have ever been directed. The justice of these hopes has been recog- 
nised by —7! Powers, and especially by the Government of the Emperor 
Napoleon, who has testified a warm interest in our country, and has thereby 
earned our profound gratitude. Denmark sees in the proposed settlement of 
the question a proof of the friendship of Prussia. 


His Majesty further stated that preparations were being made for the 
defence of the kingdom, notably with regard to firearms, which were 
being placed upon an improved footing. The —— connected

THE IMPERIAL MARRIAGE, 

The marriage of the Czarewitch with the Grand Duchess Mary 
Feodorowna (Princess Dagmar of Denmark) was celebrated at St. 
Petersburg at noon yesterday week. Illustrations, from sketches 
by our Special Artist, of the august ceremony will be given in this 
Journal, The procession was most brilliant, and there was a larger 
concourse of persons assembled in the halls of the Winter Palace 
than was known on any former occasion. 

At half-past eleven the guns of the fortress announced that the 
religious ceremony was on the point of beginning. Soon afterwards 
the Emperor, the Empress, the bride and bridegroom, the Royal 
guests, and the members of the Imperial family entered the chapel

OPENING OF THE SAXON CHAMBERS. 

DRreEspDEN, Nov. 15.—The Saxon Chambers were opened to-day by 
the King. His Majesty, in the speech from the throne, declared 
his firm resolution to remain faithful to the North German Con- 
federation under the leadership of Prussia, and to all the obligations 
which he has entered into. He expressed his intention of entering 
honourably into the spirit of the common task of the duties imposed 
Wy the new relations, and also of shunning no sacrifice necessary for 
the better formation of Germany. His Majesty further promised 
that a bill should be introduced for a reorganisation of the army 
in a manner corresponding with the tried military institutions of 
Prussia. The treaty of peace, the electoral law for the North 
German Parliament, and a bill for introducing trial by jury into 
Saxony would also be introduced, His Majesty also announced that 
a Constitutional amendment with regard to the Saxon law on elections 
would be brought forward as soon as the Northern Confederation is 
constituted.

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Sik FITZROY KELLY, THE 
NEW LORD CHIEF BARON. 

A Portrait of the late Lord Chief 
Baron of the Court of Exchequer, 
Sir Frederick Pollock, Bart.. ap- 
peared in our Number of the week 
before last. We now give that of 
Sir Fitzroy Kelly, his successor, 
who was raised to the Bench when 
the Derby Ministry came in at 
Midsummer, being for that purpose 
first created a Serjeant-at-Law. 
The appointment is worth £7000 
a year. The new Lord Chief 
Baron is well known as an active 
litician and as a lawyer. Sir 
‘itaroy Edward Kelly is the son of 
Robert Hawke Kelly, Esq., 
Captain in the Army, by the 
daughter of Captain Fordyce, 
carver and cupbearer to King 
George IIL, and was born in 
London in 1796. He entered as a 
student of Lincoln's Inn in 1818; 
was called to the Bar in May, 1824, 
and went the Norfolk Circuit; 
was appointed a King’s Counsel in 
1835, and elected a Bencher of 
Lincoln’s Inn, He was appointed 
Standing Counsel to the Bank of 
England in May, 1845; and _ was 
Solicitor- General from July, 
1845, to August, 1846, in Sir 
Robert Peel's last Administration, 
and from February to December 
1852, under Lord Derby, and he id 
the office of Attorney-General 
during the second Derby Admini- 


stration, in 1858-9, Sir Fitzroy - 


Kelly was M.P. for Ipswich in 
1834-5, and again from 1838 to 
1841; and sat for Cambridge from 
1843 to 1847. He was elected for 
Harwich in April, 1852, and for 
East Suffolk in May of that year, 
retaining that seat ever since, till 
his promotion to the Court of 
Exchequer. Sir Fitzroy Kelly 
married, in 1821, Agnes Scarth, 
eldest daughter and coheir of 
Captain Mason, of Leith, N.B., 
who died in 1851; secondly, in 
1856, Ana, daughter of Mark 
Cunningham, Esq., of Boyle, 
Roscommon, and of Sligo, Ireland.

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Mayy remarkable events have happened since the 14th of 
November, 1833, and, doubtless, many as remarkable will 
occur between the present time and the 14th of November, 
1899, But, if astronomers are right, and the marvellous accu- 
racy of their observations makes it almost an impertinence to 
put the matter hypothetically, none of us who, in the earliest 
of the morning of Wednesday last, watched the impressive 
sight presented in the heavens, will, until the century shall be 
moribund, again behold « spectacle so splendid, and, in 
& sense, 80 awful. Thirty-three years, indeed, make o large 
portion of a man’s life; and, taking the average of contin- 

gencies, it may be said that most of those who are of middle 





age and who saw the magnificent display of Wednesday 








morning will probably not see the like again, Myriads, how- 
ever, will remember it when our planet shall once more pass 
through the meteoric region, and will look back to the great 
night of 1866, when the heavens were full of fiery shapes, and 
from around the Lion the mystic bolts shot fierce and fast, 
and a sense of something preternatural silenced the least 
reverent into awe, 

The phenomena have been well observed both by our pro- 
fessional astronomers and by numerous and intelligent students 
of the sublimest science in the world, Descriptions of the 
nigut are already on record, andif we may be pardoned a 
critical remark, there has been, so far as we have seen, a 
laudable absence of exaggeration, and of attempt by the aid 
of fine writing to treat a grand subject in a lofty manner. The 
impressions of the spectators who have already published their 
notes of the night have been simply and naturally 
given, and there will not be much for the next generation to 
smile at as “the turgid language of our respectable prede- 
cessors.” We may await with interest any deductions which, 
after careful thought and comparison of reports, our scientific 
men may make in regard to the meteoric apparitions. It does 
not seem to us that we shall have to recognise any important 
changes of theory, or that much immediate addition will be 
made to our knowledge of the character of the celestial 
artillery, But if we are to look in any special direction 
for new hints we should be inclined to expect them 
from the department of chemistry. The analysis which 
the chemist makes of the meteoric deposit already 
opens to us considerations of a character at once so grand 
and so subtle that the student may be pardoned for giving 
way for the hour to speculations which may be unpractical, 
objectively, but which cannot fail to rouse a course of thought 
in himself which must be elevating and ennobling. This, 
however, is a view which cannot be most advantageously con- 
sidered in the columns of a journal, We may hope to be able 
hereafter to record some inferences which scientific men shall 
have drawn when the entire body of evidence in relation to 
the glorious display of the night of Nov, 13-14 shall have 
been collected from all quarters, We have yet to learn 
whether even one of all the shafts of fire which sped across 
the firmament on that memorable night has deigned to leave 
its mark in this little globe. 

“ The swift-winged arrows of light,”” however, “lag behind” 
a mental glance, It is natural (and, if not profitable, an 
excursive survey may be forgiven on so exceptional an occasion) 
to project one’s mind into the future and to imagine some of 
the conditions under which Englishmen and Englishwomen 
will next time watch for the meteoric rush across the skies 
Yet the augurs may as well be silent, for they can speak only 
to contradict one another, There are plenty of prophets of evil 
among us, Many, we doubt not, as they sought their beds after 
the marvellous sight, and remembered that it would not again 
be seen for thirty-three years, looked out gloomily towards the 
imaginary horizon. Wil? England be worth living in, then? 
Will the rage for change have destroyed the characteristics of 
the nation? Will the tyranny of numbers, to which we are 
being told to yield under peril of violence, have levelled the 
educated with the uneducated, the refined with the coarse, 
the rich man with the pauper, the master with the 
servant, until society shall be a mere aggregation 
of noisy, reckless scramblers, in which he who is indi- 
vidually strongest, or can command most dupes, shall have 
the prizes, while the rest struggle on as they may? 
Shall we have learned to lose all reverence for rank, and 
tradition, and antiquity, and graceful superstition? Shall 
we be all eqhal, and the equality be in degradation of moral 
tone, and in acommon homage to materialism? Who shall 
say? And the melancholy muser winds up his gold watch, 
and is glad thatin his time probably it will not have to be 
ceded that those who have no watches at all may be supplied 
by the compulsory valuation and sale of his inherited property. 

But there were, of course, other prophets who betook them- 
selves more hopefully to their slumbers, and who thought of 
what may happen before London is at its windows and on its 
housetops to see the meteors of 1899. These vaticinators had 
at least the good sense to derive a lesson of trust in the 
supreme will of Providence from the sight which they had 
witnessed, Who that saw such an evidence of mighty order, 
who that beheld the tremendous fiery display brought round 
again after thirty-three years as punctually as the lights in 
the streets below him, could easily bring himself to believe 
that an evil destiny was in store for the living creations of the 
Almighty hand? Who, again, that recollected how he had been 
warned to watch for the sublime phenomena, could think that 
aught but good—mysteriously worked out it may be, but as- 
suredly good—was in store for those for whose benefit a faculty, 
sublimer than any material display, had been intrusted, If a 
meteor, a luminous mass rushing across the skies, is a glorious 
thing, what is the brain of the man who can foretell the arrival 
of that starry wonder, and, a century in advance, can time it 
as if it were the car of a railway, to be expected at a given 
minute! “An undevout astronomer is mad,” the poet has 
said ; but we might class an unhopeful astronomer in the 
same category. He is untrue to his splendid faith 


as 
minds of all whose eyes watched that peerless display—leave 
oe ae conviction that the destinies of our 
beléved country are safe in the hands of Him whose incon- 
wisdom, in the ages that are past, planned the systems 
‘whose contact gave us that splendid miracle-play.

compassion to our infirmities, wholly to withdraw from us this plague and 
S. sickness, to our relief and Thy glory, through Jesus Christ our 
men,”

Rumours as to important legal changes have lately been 
buzzing about, respecting which the Globe states :—*We have reason to 
believe that the reported resignation of the Lord Chancellor and the assump- 
tion by him of the subordinate position of Chief Justice of the Common Pleas 
is entirely without foundation. ve of the vacancies to be supplied 

the ion of Lord Chief Justice Erle and Vice-Chancellor Kindersley, 
it is not expected that any change or addition to the number of common- 
law Judges will be made till after Hilary Term, as the Act of Parliament 
intended to be brought forward by the Government for the augmenta- 
tion of the number of common-law Judges is not likely to be obtained 
till the end of March. It is also understood that it is not the intention 
of the Government to alter in any way, at present, the constitution of the 
equity courts.” 


Lord Justice Turner took advantage of a temporary lull of 
business on Monday to pay a tribute of respect to the memory of his late 
colleague, Sir J. L. Knight Bruce. Having sat with him for a period of 
nearly fourteen years, he could not overstate the exceeding kindness which 
he at all times displayed towards him ; so much so, that during the whole of 
that lengthened period no angry word ever passed his lips, and he believed 
no angry thought ever entered his mind. He thought it right that the Court 
should not sit on Wednesday, which was the day o_o for the funeral. 
Mr. » Q.C., said his Lordship had expressed the feelings of the Bar in 
relation to the late Lord Justice. 


The Master of the Rolls gave a salutary notice to the 
liquidators of defunct joint-stock companies on Tuesday, He had seen it 
stated that some of the liquidators were in the habit of lending out on short 
loans the money which came into their bands on account of the estates they 
were winding up. His Lordship severely reprehended the practice, and 
announced that steps would be taken to prevent its continuance. 


Monday being what is called “the morrow of St. Martin,” 
the nomination of Bat cath on for each county to serve as Sheriffs in the 
ensuing year was made, according to ancient custom, in the Court of 
Exchequer. The Chancellor of the Exchequer attended in his robes, and 
took the oaths of his office. Mr. Secretary Walpole, the President of the 
Council, most of the Judges, and a crowded bar attended to show their 
respect to the right hon. gentleman. 


The question of the rival Belgravias was before Vice- 
Chancellor Stuart on Thursday week. Mesers. Hogg and Co. had registered 
& magazine, entitled Belgravia, in October, 1863; but they did not publish a 
copy of it until September 20, 1866, some time after Messrs. Maxwell and 
Co. had announced their intention to publish, in October, a magazine entitled 
Belgravia, Each firm prayed for an injunction to restrain the other from 
= a Belgravia. Vice-Chancellor Stuart decided that the prior pub- 
ication by Messrs. Hogg of their Belgravia was not sufficient to entitle them 
to the exclusive use of the title, and that the prior announcement by Messrs. 
Maxwell of their intention to publish a Belgravia was not sufficient to entitle 
them to the sole use of the title. The prayer of each party was, therefore, 
rejected ; and they were counrelled to confer with each other and come to 
some amicable arrangement. 


In the Dublin Court of Probate, last Saturday, Cardinal 
Cullen . as a plaintiff propounding the wfll of Miss ee Kelly, 
who died during the early part of the present year, at the age of from fifty to 
sixty years. The will in question left all the property the deceared was por- 
sessed of to his Eminence, and it was impeached by some relations, who 
alleged that the testatrix was not of competent testamentary capacity, and 
that she was unduly influenced by the Trappist Monks of Mount Melleray, in 
the county of Waterford, near whose convent she spent the latter days of her 
life. It was also alleged that the Cardinal received the bequest under a 
secret trust to apply the funds for the benefit of the monks, a purpose rendered 
illegal by the Roman Catholic Relief Act of 1829. A consent was handed in, 
and after evidence was given of the due execution of the will in accordance 
with the statute, a decree was made establishing it as the last will and testa- 
ment of the deceaced. 


In the Bail Court, on Wednesday, an action was brought 
to recover £200 intrusted to Mr. Packer to invest on behalf of plaintiff's two 
daughters. Defendant appeared in the box and swore that he had lent the 
money to a person named Murray, and also to various other circumstances, 
all of which turned out to be untrue, and it was proved that Murray died 
some years before the transaction commenced. Mr. Justice Blackburn said 
he was called upon, in the discharge of bis duty, to do what was very reldom 
done—namely, to commit the defendant for perjury. 


In the Bankruptcy Court, on Thursday, an undergraduate 
of |Oriel, applied for discharge, giving six addresses, and admitting that, 
with an allowance of £150 to £200 from his father. a clergyman, be had 
spent more than £1000 a year. Half his debts, he said, were owing to Oxford 
tradesmen, who sent circulars soliciting custom the moment a student 
arrived. He had kept no accounts. He bad got jewellery from one man and 
pawned some of it; clothes from another, and these were detained by his 
landlords and landladies, and so on. 


A curious case of assault came before Justice Blackburn in 
the Bail Court on Monday. The defendant was one of the surgeons at the 
Great Northern Hospital, and the plaintiff a reamstres* who suffered greatly 
from toothache. The statement of counsel on her behalf was that she went 
to the hospital several times, but refused to have a tooth extracted; and 
when she was told that by means of chloroform sbe would escape all pain, 
she still more resolutely declined, stating that she had some ‘years ago been 
under the influence of chloroform, and it had greatly injured ber. At her 
last visit she was told to open her mouth, and upon doing so she was so un- 
fortunate as to shut her eyes also, upon which a handkerchief was placed 
over her month and nose ; she became insensible, and six of her teeth were 
then extracted by defendant. This was in the summer of 1864, and it 
was alleged that from the effects of this treatment she had lost 
the use“of her limbs as well as her teeth, and she appeared in 
court on crutches. The defence was that the course pursued was 
the best for the patient; that her debility did not arise fram the 
dentistry she had undergone; and that she was guilty of “ malingering.” 
The Judge. who did not appear to be nainted with the language of the 
Articles of War, inquired what this word meant, and was informed by one 
of the medical witnesses that it was used in the sense of “ shamming.” The 
jury were locked up several hours without any chance of their agreeing toa 
verdict, and at ten o'clock they were accordingly discharged.

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EMPEROR NAPOLEON III, 


THE review of the Imperial Guard and other troops, which took 
place on Monday week on the raceground of the Bois de Boulogne, 
was favoured by magnificent weather, and the crowd of spectators 
was immense. The troops began to arrive about half-past twelve 
from Courbevoie, St. Cloud, Reuill, Versailles, St. Denis, and Paris, 
and at a little after one all were in their positions, The Guard 
formed three divisions, composed of regiments of grenadiers, vol- 
tigeurs, Zouaves, Algerian riflemen, chasseurs, and gendarmerie, 
The first division was under the command of General Bourbaki ; the 
second of General Autemarre d’Erville; and the third of General 
Feray. The Artillery of the Guard was commanded by General 
Grimanudet de Rochebouet. The whole were under the orders of 
Marshal Count Regnault de St. Jean d'Angely. The infantry was 
drawn up in line on the right, while the cavalry and artillery were 
massed on the left. The cavalry, consisting of dragoons, lancers, 
&c., consisted of about 3500 men, under the command of Generals 
de Noue, Arneil, Lepic, and Lascours ; and the whole force on the 
ground mustered about 20,000 men. The Emperor and Empress and 
the Prince Imperial arrived at half-past one from St. Cloud in an 
open carriage and four, and, on reaching the gate which opened on 
the racecour8e, alighted and got on horseback. The Emperor wore 
the uniform of a general officer, and the Prince, who was on a pony, 
that of a corporal of the Imperial Guard. His Majesty, who was 
accompanied by Marshal Canrobert, Marshal Randon, and a brilliant 
staff, and escorted by a body of the Cent Gardes and dragoons, was 
received with lond acclamations both by the troops and the spectators. 
After riding along the lines of all the troops the Emperor took up 
his station on the course, in front of the stand, and the troops 
marched past, cheering enthusiastically. Asa distribution of crosses 
and medals had taken place at the final review held at the Camp of 
Chialons, none were given on this occasion. Their Majesties left the 
ground a few minutes before three, all the troops at that time being 
on their way back to quarters. The whole display passed over in 
the greatest order and without any accident whatever.

The life-boat, on its transporting-carriage, was drawn through the main streets 
of Rochdale, manned by the crew of the Blackpool life-boat. The boat is 
)2 ft. long and 7 ft. 4 in. wide, rows ten oars, double banked, and possesses 
all the recent improvements. The life-boat is now on its station, at Polkerris, 
near Fowey,on the Cornish coast, in the place of a life-boat previously on 
that station, which was becoming unfit for further service. 


On Thursday week the peninsula known as the Isle of 
Purbeck, Dorsetshire, was the scene of much rejoicing, the Earl of Eldon, 
grandson of the celebrated Lord Chancellor, attaining his majority on that 
day. Sumsof money were voted to the various parishes in which his Lord- 
ship owns estates. In the parish of Corfe Castle, of historic renown, 800 poor 
persons between the ages of fourteen and sixty sat down to dinner in a large 
marquee erected within the ruins of the old castle; and a like number of 
children were supplied with cakes and tea. The old persons above sixty were 
presented with a blanket each. A display of fireworks took place in the 
grounds of the castle, and bonfires were lighted upon the adjoining hills. 
Similar demonstrations took place in the other parishes. At Encombe House, 
the seat of the noble Earl, about fifty of the tenants dined by invitation ; and 
his Lordship afterwards entertained a distinguished party. The inmates in 
the Wareham Union were feasted. 


The Royal Irish Academy held its first general meeting for 
the ression on Monday evening—Lord Talbot de Malahide, president, in the 
chair. Sir W. Wilde, vice-president, brought under the notice of the meet- 
ing an account of the antiquities, of Scandinavian origin, lately found in the 
fields sloping down from the ridge of Inchicore to the Liffey, and to the south- 
west of the village of Island Bridge, outside the municipal boundary of the 
city of Dublin, where, there was reason to believe, some of the so-called 
Danish engagements with the native Irish todk place. These antiquities con- 
sisted of swords of great length, spearheads, and bosses of shields, all of 
iron; also iron knives, smiths’ and metal-smelters’ tongues, hammer-heads, 
and pin-brooches, &c. Of bronze there were several beautiful tortoise- 
shaped or mammillary brooches found, likewise some decorative mantelpieces 
and helmet-crests of findruin, or white metal ; beams and scales of the same 
material, and leaden weights decorated and enamelled on top, and in some 
cases ornamented with minerals. Besides those which were considered t be 
of Scandinavian origin there were other articles, especially «mall desks of em- 
bossed-work and enamel], found among them, probably of Frankish or Saxon 
workmanship, similar to some of those in the Academy’ museum. Among 
the articles in the collection was a sword-handle of bronze, highly decorated 
in Scandinavian pattern, and inlad with discs of white metal, which Mr. 
Clibborn procured some months ago from Island Bridge. 


Last Saturday the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board 
held a special meeting for the purpose of considering a motion, by Mr. 
Laird, M.P., for applying to Parliament for powers to improve the approaches 
to the river on the Liverpool side, at an estimated expenditure of £170,000, 
Mr. Laird at great length enlarged upon the importance of affording every 
possible facility for developing the estate which the dock board possessed at 
Birkenhead and which had cost the sum of £5,000,000, and maintained that 
the most efficient means of doing so was to provide approaches by which 
loaded carts and other vehicles might be dispatched across the river, by means 
of steam tenders, at all states of the tide. It was proposed to fill up the St. 
George’s Basin and to construct a low-level bridge, which at the lowest ebb 
of spring tide would give a gradient of only one in twenty. A plan has been 
prepared by the dock engineer (Mr. Lyster) of a much more comprebensive 
character, embracing a complete rearrangement of the whole of the dock 
estate in the locality concerned, and also for widening and improving the 
approaches from the town, involving a cost of £569,000, of which the dock 
board have expressed their willingness to’ pay £378,000, the balance to be 
paid by the Corporation. Hitherto, however, no arrangement has been come 
to between the parties; and Mr. Laird’s motion was to enable the dock board 
portion of the works entirely upon their own sibily, 
¢ 1g them open to any alteration of the plans which might here- 
after be deemed necessary. A long discussion took place, and the result was 
that the motion was carried by twelve votes to nine, 
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ECHOES OF THE WEEK, 


In one of Béranger’s most charming poems—“ Les Etoiles qui 
filent "—a shepherd tells a youthful aspirant to astrology that the 
falling stars represemt certain mortals who are at the time falling 
out of the well and into immortality. Here a big star goes suddenly 
out ; that, says the shepherd, is some Mia ‘sterof a King whose lurid 
light blasted the labour of the peasant; taat bright star is some 
poet who made all happy; and the speaker suddenly concludes— 
“Go, child, your innocence preserve; else, when thou diest, though 
great, rich, clever, 
They "ll say "twas but a falling star 
Which sparkled, shone, and fell for ever.” 

And it is a matter of rejoicing that science does not wholly do 
away with the sublime force of the simile. We now know—some 
of us from recent articles, and others from Dr. Lardner's 
popular works—that meteors are substances, metallic and extra mun- 
dane, which prove that beyond our elastic atmosphere an aggrega- 
tion of atoms takes place ; but none of us believe that they are falling 
“ stars,” worlds going to crash, or particles struck from perishing 
globes, or that they have anything to do with the decease of any of 
us little mortals. One hundred years ago, or in the days when Mr, 
Partridge published his einanash, we should have had half the 
peers of London taking refuge on Hampstead-heath, and the 
10t gospellers preaching the end of the world. Now all we have is 
a short semi-scientific excitement, and the retailing of the morning 
leading article at the six o’clock dinner table to the polite young 
ladies who have read it all before, and who mark with a quiet 
humour the hash the retailer makes of it. 

Can a lawyer be a man of letters? The Times and Pope, the 
eye say not, and hint that the clerk who pens a stanza when 

e should engross is doomed not only his father’s soul to cross but to 
become a very bad lawyer. All the world agrees with the great little 
Alexander and the leader writer, in spite of the editorial Roscoe 
and the great parody-writers Horace and James Smith, who were 
lawyers ; jn spite of the most honest lawyer in London being a 
“literary man,” and in spite of Mr. Coleridge’s lecture to the 
articled law clerks last week. It is all very well ; “ Noy’s Maxims,” or 
even “ Sugden on Vendors,” is in the “ aibstract” a poetical book ; 
but law in its practice is too frequently dirty, mean, contemptible, 
and hurtfulgin spite of the sonorous sentences of Mr. Coleridge and 
the plaudits of the enthusiastic clerks whose blood was not yet 
diluted sealing-wax nor their skins parchment. Why did not Mr. 
Coleridge or the defender of literary lawyers quote Mr, William 
Shakspeare, at one time, as Lord Campbell has insisted, attorney's 
clerk; and Mr, William Thackeray, entered at the Bar; and Mr. 
Charles Reade, a barrister who conducts his own cases, and conducts 
them admirably ? 

A more important meeting—that of the Law Amendment Society— 
took place on Monday, and the —s welcomed an American 
jurist of very high standing—Mr. D. D. Field, of New York— 
who gave an address on the New York code, which certain gentle- 
men present asserted was as nearly perfect as could be. The laws 
of America are substantially those of England ; but here, a very easy 
task indeed, America has again beaten her parent by having her laws 
codified, arranged, shortened, and made consistent with honour 
and justice. Of course, in England everybody knows they are not 
so. Dr. Twiss, who has judicially to declare on Ritualism in refer- 
ence to the Act, asserts that it, the Act, is pernicious nonsense, 
which no man can interpret. Mr. Robert Lowe finds that 250 
clauses in an Act of Parliament, very inchoate law, can be melted 
down to 130 without injury, and meaning exactly the same thing. 
Lord Pembroke leaves £50,000 to “ les hospices de Londres,” and the 
money will be divided amongst lawyers because we have not a Judge 
on the Bench courageous enough to make a precedent, and to in- 
terpret the will according to the manifest spirit of the testator, 
whom some hold to have meant “hospitals,” others “refuges.” 
Here there is work for the Law Amendment Society. Work 
enough for a legal Hercules; why, there is not a village 
in the country nor a street in London that does not contain its 
miserable victim to the nonsensical verbose laws of England, wherein 
justice is obscured by a gibberish which the very makers of them 
cannot explain. Why does not the society enlist some men of letters 
amongst it—men who should be able to put into plain language, 
“ understanded of the common people,” laws which, for the sake of 
all of us, it is necessary should not be misinterpreted ? 

The two Belgravias, literary magazines, have been driven from the 
justice-seat to fight it out with the public. This is a bad pre- 
cedent. Something should be done either to make the registration 
of a title binding or the first actual use of it legal. It seems very 
hard that many hundreds of pounds may be spent in advertising a 
work, and in preparing if for the public ; and that any other person 
who, lying perdu, has registered the same idea—and identical titles 
occur every day to different sets of thinkers or speculators—can 
have the power of using the title or of obtaining an injunction 
against the more active projector. Surely, when such a case occurs, 
immediate notice should be served on’ the second projector by the 
first registrar of the title ? 

The Working Men's Exhibition at Islington, which has just closed, 
has proved a financial success. Lord John Manners presided at the 
closing ceremony, supported by many literary men, clergymen, and 
artists; and more than half a million persons are stated to have 
been admitted to the exhibition, which gives a surplus of profit 
amounting to £800. An “Ode to Labour,” by Mr. John Plummer, 
the music by Dr. Spark, was sung by one thousand voices, and the 
whole ceremony passed off admirably, while the promoters seemed 
inspired with much hope for the future of such exhibitions. The 
surplus will be expended in the purchase of silver and bronze medals, 
certificates, and a chromolithograph of the exhibition, which will 
be presented to every exhibitor. The benefit of these exhibitions, to 
that which Lord John Manners called “the vast army of British 
workmen,” cannot be doubted. 

The constant recurrence of fires at theatres is a matter which has 
puzzled more than one of those who have given the subject their 
attention. Mr. Spiller, chemist, of the Royal Arsenal, at Woolwich, 
believes that he has discovered the cause in the spontaneous com- 
bustion of the chemical mixture known as red fire, As the con- 
flagrations take place, in spite of every care, generally immediately 
after the exhibition of some splendid “scenic effect,” and as the 
demand for such effects seems to be increasing, it follows that fires 
at theatres will be increased too, unless, the cause being thus ascer- 
tained, the remedy, a very simple one, be not generally applied. 
The lessees of the Surrey Theatre, Messrs. Creswick and Shepherd 
have given £100 to the sufferers of the fire at the Standard 
Theatre, and mangother gentlemen have added various sums. 

Mr. Artemus Ward having made a successful début as a comic 
writer in England, has followed up this step by appearing, in the 
wake of Albert Smith and Mr. Arthur Sketchley, as a lecturer at the 
Egyptian Hall. Mr. Ward (Mr. Charles Brown) is very peculiar 
and original in his manner, and will probably attract many who 
wish to hear a vivacious sketch of those singular heretics the 
followers of the Prophet ( ! ) Joseph Smith and his brother Hiram. 

From that unholy land, the land of the Great Salt Lake City, Mr. 
W. H. Dixon, of the Athenaeum, has returned, after a very rapid 
tour, and will give the world the results of his gatherings un the 
title of “ New America,” a companion volume to the same writer's 
“ Holy Land,” but not issued by the same publisher. Certain things as 
they are in America will be also illustrated by Doctor—not Doctrix— 
Mary E. Walker, a somewhat masculine young lady, who wears, as 
she walks London, a mitigated Bloomer costume, a most sensible 
winter dress, by the way. Miss Doctor Walker will lecture at 
St. James's ou her medical experiences in camp, hospital, and 
school. 

“Ecce Homo,” now asserted to have been written by Professor 
Seeley, of University College, has, together with Dr. Pusey’s 
“ Message of Peace,” end an essay on Pantheism by Dr. Hunt, been 

laced in the Index Expurgatorius. As the Holy Father is infal- 
libte, can he, without doubt, tell us the true name of the author of 
“Eece Homo”? 

Christmas annuals have multiplied vastly this year. There are 
no less than six of such books, full of Christmas glee and jollity, 
either ready or being prepared to be emptied on the receptive min 
of the young folk, 








NATIONAL SPORTS, 





THE season still drags on its weary length; but when we see 
announcements by a “trustworthy young man” who “wants 
employment upon Turf Statistics” we know that the welcome end 
is approaching, and that Custance will ere long devote his saddle 
leisure to Mr. Tailby’s or The Quorn, and that Fordham will be seen 
sailing away with The Queen’s, Already many of the old habitués 
have taken to scarlet, and left the turf to itself till the Northampton 
bellman appears, with his sonorous “ Oyez,” beneath the little gilt 
horse on April 2. Liverpool was spun out as usual into four days ; 
but the town cares very little for racing, in season or out of 
season, ana thinks more of the Waterloo Coursing Cup and the 
great steeplechase in the spring. Lord Coventry and George Stevens 
failed over this their favourite ground in the Sefton Steeplechase, 
and, although Balder ran very game with his cut shoulder, no one 
could grudge Mr. Thomas his victory, as he broke his stirrup at 
Becher’s Brook, carried it home in his hand, and yet won by a head, 
on Sprite, after a most punishing finish, Chepstow proved himself 
a hopeless impostor in the Liverpool Autumn Oup, and quite worthy 
of being handed down to a grateful posterity by the side of his 
brother Chattanooga. Prophets were in vain, as Beeswing and 
Moulsey, the bottom and top weights—which they had quite lost 
sight of amid their Actwa sympathies—finished first and second ; 
and Mr, A. Heathcote, one of the cleverest racing men of the day, 
had a £5000 pull with his mare. As if to show the fallacy of racing 
calculations, Sundeelah, who beat Beeswing by a head at Lincoln, 
met her here at the same distance and the same dif- 
ference of weight, 32]b., and was never in the struggle at all. 
At Shrewsbury, Goodfellow, who has been sold about seven times 
this season, added another race to Kettledrum’s score in his game 
little way ; and Vigorous by Vedette won the cup at one mile and 
three quarters, a distance which the sort have not been famous a 


so far. Westwick, 7st. 121b., had no chance, as he was giving the 
winner, of his own year, 351b. The Rake, at 8 to 1, still keeps at 
the head of the Derby betting; and those who remem ber 


his rising the hill from the dip, as if he had never gal- 
loped a yard instead of six furlongs, with Achievement 
and Knight of the Garter in his train, are likely to 
keep him there. The winter disquisitions on the favourites are 
setting in with their wonted severity. As for Master Butterfly, who 
has enjoyed the Blair Athol privilege of a two-year-old season in 
peace, the stable would seem to have had a slight “taste,” as they 
select him for their representative in those 1868 entries which have 
recently closed, and the Ring have sprung him ten points accordingly. 
The dark son of a Derby and Oaks winner, both of them rare stayers, 
should certainly not be quoted at more than 30 to 1. English 
sportsmen specially relish the notion of a privately-trained colt 
marching on to Epsom, with the gamekeepers in green coats and drab 
gaiters as his guard of honour, to try and lower the pride of the 
more professional cracks ; and therefore no candidate will be looked 
for more keenly, and more cheered if he wins, Mr. Mullins, alias 
“ Drax,” has been prohibited from riding at any steeplechases under | 
the Grand National rules, in consequence of the Redwing affair. His 
defence is that his horse blundered at the third fence from home ; 
that he looked down and saw blood running from beneath one of his 
bandages, and thought he was seriously injured ; and that he did not 
persevere with him as he might have done. He also denies that he 
or the owner had any pecuniary interest in the race. But these 
pleas totally failed to satisfy the supreme steeplechase bench. 

Chambers and Sadler are in very steady work for their Thames 
championship match on Nov. 22; but even his most devoted friends 
find it hard to believe in “ old Bob,” against such a young and fresh 
antagonist, and therefore as a betting race it is almost mi/, In style 
of rowing and condition both men are said to be well up to the mark, 

All the packs are at work, and there are plenty of foxes; in fact, 
on the opening day with The Quorn “they were all over the 
country,” and 24 couple of hounds met one infthe open and fairly 
coursed him to death. Mr. Tailby’s began with a clipper from Glenn 
Gorse of nearly fourteen miles—time, lh. 20 min. The Warwickshire 
master opened his season in truly baronial style at Charlecote— 
breakfast inside, and huge flagons of ale outside, the hall. Already 
there have been some unfortunate casualties.

The Sundorne meeting has come round once more, with the time- 
honoured luncheon among the ruins of Haughmond Abbey, The 
ground was very deep, and hares ran somewhat nag | in consequence. 
Theatre Royal went down in her fourth course for the Sundorne cup. 
Basil by Shooting Star, the winner (a 47-guinea purchase at Lord 
Benning’s sale), did a great thing with Regulus, as he stumbled in a 
most critical part of the course; and he also showed rare pace and 
cleverness when he beat Fortuna in the run-up. Sir Robert Peel's 
Blue Rock by Sea Foam divided the Uffington Stakes with Mr. 
Jardine’s Improver by Patent; and Bitter Beer, of the last-named 
blood, won the principal stake at Tarleton the same week. The dogs 
were not very tigh-cless at the Coquetdale Club, which was also on 
a smaller scale than usual, The Spelthorne Club were solaced for 
their exclusion from Hampton Court by a trip to Amesbury, where 
they held a very pleasant meeting, at which Mr. Hole won two of 
the leading stakes.

THE WINTER EXHIBITIONS. 


In our necessarily short and hurried notice last week of the three 
leading winter exhibitions we were compelled to limit our observa- 
tions upon several works deserving fuller consideration, and pass 
many others without even naming them. We now hasten to suppl 
our omission. And we would invite, first, attention to Mr. Wallis’s 
exhibition at the rooms of the Society of British Artists, having 
reserved a larger proportion of its contents than of the other collec- 
tions then reviewed. 

In recurring to this exhibition it may, however, be well to remind 
the reader that we appropriated nearly the whole of the avail- 
able space in our last Number to remarks on the fine foreign 
fas assembled in the rooms, believing the opportunity afforded 
or comparison, by their juxtaposition with the British works, 
to be highly instructive, and a well-timed preparation for the great 
international competition at Paris next year. Consequently, but 
few, in comparison, of the foreign pictures remain to be reviewed. 

“The first Appearance of Snow on the Alm, Tyrol,” by M. Otto 
Weber, needs no eulogy of its spirited painting of cattle—so different 
from the hard, lifeless, and mechanical manner of Mr. Sidney Cooper. 
But we invite particular attention to the truthful effects of the 
landscape portion of this work—the contrasts of the melting snow 
shrinking into the hollows of the foreground, and the thicker cover- 
ing lying, on the distant summits, ghastly blue under the lurid 
shadows of the driving snow-clouds, 

The “Liervin Pyn,” by M. Pauwels, illustrates the réhabilitation 
of the memory of the chief magistrate of Ghent, 1541. Falsely 
accused by his ambitious colleagues, Liervin Pyn had fallen a 
victim to the blind fury of the people. In the picture we see a 
priest reading during a solemn mass, before an assemblage of the 
people, the sealed y.archment sent by Charles V. restoring the family 
to their forfeited rights. The widow and four children kneel before 
the altar—a most pathetic group. Behind them, standing with 
guilty looks at a bar, are the four really culpable burghers 
whom the Emperor commanded to be present at the ceremony, 
The colouring of the sumptuous costumes is remarkably rich, 
“Rembrandt Going to the Lectures on Anatomy,” by M. C, 
Bisschop (replica of a picture in the last Paris salon), represents the 
Dutch master at the entrance of the building in Amsterdam where 
he gathered materials for his masterpiece of “Nicholas Tulp 
Demonstrating on a Dead Body.” This work is singularly effective 
by virtue of its broad and transparent shadow tones. Mr. C. L. 
Muller's “ Calling the Condemned ”—a terribly dramatic scene in the 
Bastille, when the prison was crowded with victims of the Revo- 
lution—was, if we recollect rightly, exhibited at the Royal Academy 
some years ago. The weak and vaporous “Charity,” by M. FE. 
Dubuffe, is unworthy that painter’s reputation. “Christ Walking 
on the Sea,” by M. Jalabert, has impressiveness ; but we must resent 
the unoriginal mannerism of the figures in the boat, all of them, 
with their storm-ruffied hair, being adapted from well-known types 
by Raphael and Parmigiano. M. Merle’s representation of the Holy 
Family in Egypt, with ministering angels bearing flowers and fruit, is 
academical ; but this traditional, or, as Protestants may regard it, sym- 
bolical mode of rendering scriptural subjects admits the introduction 
of poetical suggestions ; and, so far, is preferable to the naturalistic mode 
of treatment. M. Duverger, M. Dargelas, and Mr. Thom (a young 
English painter) manifest, in pictures of French rustic life, delightful 
qualities derived from study in the school of Edouard Frére—by 
whom also there is an early example. 

As evincing, however, the paintable material which lies ready to 
hand—provided only the artist has congenial taste and refinement— 
in the homes and haunts of “ polite,” well-dressed society, without 
exploring rural scenes and penetrating rustic hovel, or seeking out- 
of-the-way or far-off, half-civili#ed refuges of the “picturesque,” we 
would adduce the pictures by M. de Jonghe, particularly that entitled 
“The Playmates” (403)—a young and handsome mamma gracefully 
joining in her little one’s amusement; and “ The Confessional” 
(385)—two ladies kneeling in prayer before or after (?) being shrieved 
in the neighbouring church-structure provided for that purpose, and 
whose beauty is of a kind to form no discord with the irresistible 
appeal to our sympathies of their sincerely devout expressions. The 
hypercritical may find some taint of affected elegance in M. De 
Jonghe’s figures; but his painting is of that delicately-choice, 
thoroughly soigné description too rare in our school, which 
renders precious themes the simplest and most familiar. With the 
mention of M. Hamman’s “En Gondole—Souvenir de Venise” and 
of animal pieces by M. Auguste and Mdlle.

Mr. Marcus Stone, in his picture of “ Royalists Seeking Refuge in 
the Home of a Puritan,” a well-told though not very original 
incident, has adopted a greyish tone, in too evident imitation of a 
peculiarity noticeable in recent works by Messrs. Pettie and 
Orchardson, but from which the former has divested his two very 
remarkable pictures in this exhibition which we reviewed last week. 
As a corrective for a tendency to what is technically called “ horni- 
ness,” this change of method, when slightly modified, may, however, 
be productive of the happiest results—indeed, here much of the colour- 
ing and execution is of more refined quality than we have noticed in 
previous works by this gifted young artist. Mr. G. D. Leslie, another 
promising young painter, would do weil to exactly follow Mr. Stone's 
example, in order to correct a certain smooth, oily tone, neither 
fresh nor pleasant, which has been of late observable. Like Mr De 
Jonghe, this artist selects subjecta from domestic middle-class life ; 
and, though far inferior to the Belgian painter in artistic skill, Mr. 
Leslie's pictures are always fone ery pure intention and 
naive feeling. His “ Invalid’s Breakfast” (820) is noticeable also for 
excellent interior lighting. 

Mr. Long displays skill in the arrangement of numerous figures, 
and there are humour and character in his “Scene in a Spanish 
Theatre.” But rather questionable taste is betrayed in the large 
picture of Columbus passing with his Indians through a Spanish 
town. Why make the figure of the great discoverer completely 
accessory to the ridiculously-painted and ornamented sa ? why 
insist so much upon the interest they excite? It may be 
remarked also that mere accumulation is not highest aim in art ; 
a composition is rendered valuable by conception and execution, not 
simply by elaborateness. Mr. Long has a fine sence of light, but at 
present his colouring is rather opaque and wanting in purity. 

By Mr. Hook there is a capital picture, entitled “ Another Dog” 
(444). Over the stern of a Cornwall fishing-smack we see the heads 
of a couple of old salts peering as they fish with line and hook, and 
one wearing a saturnine expression of drollery as he draws up a 
worthless dogfish.

THE METEOR SHOWER. 


From all parts of the country accounts have been received of the 
fiery shower foretold by science for the night of Nov. 13-14, which 
was seen ia full splendour between the hours of twelve and two on 
Wednesday morning last. Occasional meteors were seen gliding 
along the sky from east to west before that time, but these were 
only the avant couriers of the great legion that followed at a later 
hour. As the constellation Leo rose above the horizon and 
cleared itself of haze, the divergence of the meteor-paths from a 
point within it became obvious, not merely in the directions of the 
streams that shot from or through the zenith, but in those that left 
their phosphorescent-seeming trails in the sky towards every point 
of the compass, Sometimes these rocket-like lines of light would 
glide out like sparks flying from an incandescent mass of 
iron under the blows of a Titanic hammer, but with the dis- 
tinctive features, first of those lingering lines of illuminated haze 
in their track, and secondly, of their 7 appearing as if they 
originated in the region of the sky from which their courses evidently 
diverged. Sometimes the meteor was orange and almost red in its 
colour; whereas the luminous trail seemed almost always, 

robably by contrast with the surrounding light, of a bluish 

ue. Now and then a little illuminated puffball would appear 
in the middle of the constellation Leo, generally more or less 
elongated or elliptic in form, as it seemed to be more or less 
distant; and one, as near as could be estimated to such a 
point, was simply a star that waxed, and waned, and disappeared as 
one looked at it. Sometimes a minute point of light, like a firefly, 
would dart with an angular, jerking motion and zigzag course hither 
and thither, but still as if away from Leo. From half-past twelve 
until about a quarter-past one the heavens seemed veritably alive 
with stars rushing in many parts of the sky, in groups of two or 
three together or in immediate succession on each other, seeming as 
though racing over the blue vault, except that their courses so 
rapidly diverged, 

The numbers increased after 12 o'clock with great rapidity. From 
Paddington-green 207 meteors were counted between 12 and 12.30,

| Sixty-seven deaths from cholera and 33 deaths from diarrlicea were registered 
in the week. The deaths from the two forms of disease in the last five weeks 
were 254, 199, 144, 101, and 100. Seven deaths from cholera occurred last 
week in Whitechapel, and 123 in Greenwich, Deptford, and Woolwich. A large 
number of the deaths from cholera have latterly occurred in Woolwich. Eight 
persons were killed during the week by vehicles in the streets.—— The births 
registered in London and twelve other large towns of the United Kingdom 
last week were 4427; the deaths registered, 3006. The annual rate 
of mortality was 26 per 1000 persons living. The annval rate of mortality 
last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 37 in Edinburgh, and 35 in Dublin ; 22 
in Bristol, 23 in Birmingham, 29 in Liverpool, 27 in Manchester, 24 in Salford, 
23 in Sheffield, 28 in Leeds, 19 in Hull, 37 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 29 in 
Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 41 per 1000 during the week ending the 
27th ult., when the temperature was 12-0 deg. Fahrenheit lower than in the 
same week in London, where the rate was 24 per 1000.

PROGRESS OF THE HOLBORN-VALLEY VIADUCT. 


THE great work of constructing a raised roadway across the wide 
hollow between Holborn-hill and Skinner-street is at last making 
some progress. Within the inclosed space where the foundations 
of the masonry are being laid the workmen are constantly busied in 
etecting the scaffolding which will facilitate the placing of the 
massive blocks of stone, and in other operations subservient to the 
building of the viaduct.

THE TYNDALE MONUMENT. 


By a public subscription among the inhabitants of the county of 
Gloucester, headed wy the clergy, a monument has been erected 
on Nibley Knoll, near Wotton-under-Edge, to the memory of the 
martyr Tyndale, one of the first publishers of the Holy Scriptures 
in English. William _ or Tindale, otherwise named Hitchins, 
was born in 1500, on the borders of Wales, but in what county his 
biographers are unable to mention. In early life he studied 
ammar, logic, and philosophy at St. Mary Magdalen’s Hall, 
xford, where there is still a painting of him, but which is not 
esteemed a valuable work of art. Here he imbibed the dectrine of 
Luther, which he privately taught to some of the junior Fellows of 
Magdalen College and to other scholars. His behaviour was such 
at the same time, both as regards morals and learning, that he not 
only gained a high reputation, but was admitted a Canon of Cardinal 
Wolsey’s new college, now Christ Church. Upon making his 
opinions public he was compelled to retire to Cambridge, where he 
took a degree and pursued his studies. After a time he removed to 
Little Sudbury, Gloucestershire, and took up his abode with Sir 
John Welch, Knight, who had so great an esteem for him that he 
appointed him tutor to his children. Here he embraced every op- 
ey! of propagating his new opinions, by preaching frequently 
in and about Bristol, and engaging in disputations with many 
abbots and dignified clergymen, whom he met with at Sir John’s 
table, on the most important poiuts of religion, which he explained 
in a way to which they had not been accustomed, and by references 
to the Holy Scriptures, which they scarely dared to touch. Unable to 
confute him, complained to the Chancellor of the diocese, who 
dismissed him a severe reprimand, accompanied with the usual 
against heresy. Finding that this situation was no 

longer convenient, and that his patron could not with safety con- 
tinue his protection, went to London, and for some time 
preached in the Church of St. Dunsian-in-the-West. Failing in his 


attempt to become one of the Chaplains to Dr. Cuthbert Tunstall,

Luther’s doctrine. Here he immediately commenced his translation 
of the New Testament, in which he had the assistance of John 
i'ryth and William Roye, the former of whom was burnt in Smith- 
field for heresy, July, 1532; and the latter suffered that dreadful 
death in Portugal on the same accusation. It was printed in 1526, 
in octavo, without the translator's name, As there were only 1500 
printed, and all the copies which could possibly be got in England 
were committed to the flames, this first edition is exceedingly rare. 
The industrions Mr. Wanley could never procure a sight of it; but 
there was one in Ames’s collection, which was sold, after his death, 
for fourteen guineas and a half, and which would at the present day 
realise a fabulous price. 

When this translation was imported into England the supporters 
of Popery became very much alarmed; they asserted that there 








were a thousand heresies in it, and that it ought to be suppressed, | 
and that it would make the laity heretics, and rebels to their King. | 


It is more painful, however, to record that such men as William 
Warham, Archbishop of Canterbury, and Cuthbert Tunstall, Bishop 
of London, issued their orders to bring in all the New Testaments 
translated into the vulgar tongue, that they might be burnt. To 
destroy them more ooctnaly, Tunstall, being at Antwerp, in 1526 
or 152%, rocured Augustin Packington, an 

buy up all the copies of the English Testament which remained un- 
sold; these were accordingly brought to England, and publicly 
burnt at Paul's Cross. But this ill-judged policy only took olf 
many copies which lay dead upon Tyndale’s hands, and supplied 
him with money for another and more correct edition, printed in 
1534; while the first edition was in the meanwhile reprinted twice, 
but not by the translator. Of Tunstall’s sin urchase the fol- 
lowing fact is related :—“ Sir Thomas More, being Lord Chancellor, 
and having several persons accused of heresy, and ready for 
execution, offered to compound with one of them, named George 
Constantine, for his life, upon the easy terms of discovering to him 
who they were in London that maintained Tyndale beyond the sea. 
After the poor man had got as good a security for his life as the 
honour and truth of the Chancellor could fre him, he told him it 
was the Bishop of London who maintained dale, by sending him 
a sum of money to buy up the impressions of his Testaments. The 
Chancellor smiled, saying that he believed he said true, Thus was 
this poor confessor’s life saved,” . . 

But, these vigorous measures not producing the intended effect, 
and burning the Word of God, in ‘any shape, being regarded by the 
people as a shocking profanation, Sir Thomas More was induced to 
take up the pen, In 1529 he published “A Dyaloge,” in which he 
endeavoured to prove that the books burnt were not New 


Testaments, but Luther’s or Tyndale’s testaments, and so corrupted | 


and changed from the good and wholesome doctrine of our Saviour 
to their own devilish heresies as to be quite another thing. In 1530 
Tyndale published an answer to this Dialogue, and proceeded in 
translating the Five Books of Moses from the Hebrew into

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employed one Henry Philips on this disgraceful commission, 
who first insinuated himself into Tyndale’s uaintance, and then 
got the Procurator-General of the Emperor’s Court at Brussels and 
other officers to seize him, although the Procurator declared that he 
was a learned, pious, and good man. He was seized and conveyed 
to the Castle of Villefort, where he remained a prisoner about a 
ear and a half. The body of the English merchants procured 
etters from Secretary Cromwell to the Court at Brussels for his 
release; but, by the further treachery of Philips, this was rendered 
ineffectual, and Tyndale was brought to trial, where he pleaded his 
own cause. None of his arguments, however, being admitted, he 
was condemned, by virtue of the Emperor’s decree made in the 
Assembly at Augsburg; and, being brought to execution in 1536 
he was first strangled and then burnt. His last words were, “ Lord 
open the King of England's eyes!” crave 

Besides his translations, he wrote various theological and contro- 
versial tracts, which were collected together and printed in 1572, in 
one volume folio, together with John Fryth’s and Barnes’s works, 
Bale and Wood attribute some other pieces to him, and some trans- 
lations from Luther, 

Of his translation of the Scriptures, Dr. Geddes says that, 
“though it is far from a perfect translation, yet few first transla- 
tions will be found preferable to it. It is astonishing how 
little obsolete the language of it is, even at this day; and, in 
point of perspicuity and noble simplicity, propriety of idiom, 
and purity of style, no English version has yet surpassed it.” 

William Tyndale once resided at a house on Nibley-green, which is 
the scene of the fatal encounter, in 1469, between William, seventh 
Lord of Berkeley, and Thomas Talbot, Viscount Lisle, in which the 
latter was killed. The lawsuit which led to this “trial by battle” 
was respecting some property claimed by both the above families, 
and which had been carried on, with the utmost virulence, for nearly 
two centuries. The monument to the memory of the dauntless 
champion of the cross will look down upon the arena of the combat 
between two chivalrous but headstrong nobles, 

The monument now erected consists of a tower, 26 ft. 6 in. square 
at the base, and 111 ft. high. It is entered on the east side, and con- 
tains a staircase leading to a gallery, which is to be adorned with

books, writings, and copies, and was obliged to begin anew. At 
Hamburg he met with Miles Coverdale, who assisted him in trans- 
lating the Pentateuch, which was printed in 1530, and apparently 
at several presses.

THE LATE SIR JAMES 
KNIGHT BRUCE. 

THE death of the late Lord Justice 
of Appeal, Sir James Lewis Knight 
Bruce, who resigned that high 
judicial office two or three weeks 
ago, was announced in our last. 

e was born in 1791, being a 
younger son of Mr. John Knight, 
a gentleman of ao pro- 
perty in Devonshire, by Margaret, 
the only child and heiress of Mr, 
William Bruce, a member of the 
family of Bruce of Kennet, and 
formerly High Sheriff of Glamor- 
ganshire, r. James Knight was 
educated at Exeter College, 
Oxford, in 1812 admitted a 
student of Lincoln’s Inn, and 
in 1817 called to the Bar. After 
attending the Welsh Circuit for 
a short time, he exchanged the 
Common Law for the Equity 
Bar, where his great talents and 
industry soon secured a large 
practice, In 1829 he was ap- 
pointed a King’s Counsel ; and in 
1831 was returned to Parliament, 
on the Conservative interest, for 
Bishop's Castle—a borough whose 
name is known to few of the pre- 
sent generation, having been con- 
demned to disfranchisement by the 
Reform Bill. In 1834 he received 
the degree of D.C.L., “ honoris 
causd,” from the University of 
Oxford. He was one of the coun- 
sel heard at the bar oi the House 
of Lords, in 1835, against the Cor- 
oration Reform Act, Sir Charles 
Wetherell being his leader. In 
1837 he assumed the additional 
surname of Bruce by Royal license. 
He closed his Parliamentary career 
by an unsuccessful struggle for 
the representation of the borough 
of Cambridge ; and in 1841, at the 
age of fifty, was raised to the 
Bench as Vice-Chancellor, He 
thus became, in virtue of the Acts 
constituting his office, a member 
of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council and of the Final 
Court of Appeal from the ccurts 
of India and of the colonies, and 
from the Ecclesiastical and Admi- 
ralty jurisdictions of this country. 
For more than twenty-four years, 
but more especially in the last 
fifteen years, since he was rai 

to the rank of Lord Justice, Sir 
James Knight Bruce was one of 
the most assiduous and influential 
members of that tribunal, 

In 1851, on the creation of the 
Court of Appeal, Lord Cranworth 
and Sir J. Knight Bruce were 
selected as the first Lords Justices, 
In the following year, upon Lord 
Oranworth’s elevation to the wool- 
sack, Sir George Turner was ap- 
winted as his colleague, and Sir

His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales arrived at St. Petersburg on 
Tuesday week, in order to be 
present at the marriage of his 
wife's sister, Princess Dagmar, of 
Denmark, now named Maria 
Feodorowna, in Russia, to the 
Czarewitch Alexander, It was 
three o’clock in the afternoon when 
the Prince arrived by the railway 
from Warsaw, having travelled 
across Germany and Poland with 
as little delay as possible. His 
Royal Highness was met at the 
St. Petersburg terminus by the 
Emperor of Russia, with the Grand 
Dukes Constantine and Nicholas, 
the Hereditary Grand Duke 
(Czarewitch) Alexander, and other 
members of the Imperial family 
attended by a brilliant suite of 
more than a hundred officers, in 
every variety of uniform, Sir 
Andrew Buchanan, the British 
Ambassador, accompanied by his

The machinery is of a very novel character. It 
consists of anjmmense centrifugal pump fixed in 
the centre of the ship, and driven by three hori- 
zontal steam-engines of 160-horse power, The 
bottom of the ship immediately under the ma- 
chinery is hollow, and formsa canal, into which 
the water from the sea is admitted by four large 
sluices, Upon the top of this canal is a large cir- 
cular opening, over which is fixed a hollow re- 
volving disc or turbine, inclosed in an enormous 
cast-iron case, and having a series of curved arms 
or blades which draw in the water from the canal 
and drive it by centrifugal force into two dis- 
charge-pipes, one on each side of the case. Each 
of these discharge-pipes conveys a solid stream of water, about 3) 
square feet in area, into a nozzle at the ship's side, which directs 
the water thus discharged either fore or aft, and propels the vessel 
at the rate of nine knots per hour. It will at once be seen that 
immense advantages for managing the vessel are given by this 
method of propulsion. 

The hull of the Waterwitch was constructed by the Thames Iron- 
works and Shipbuilding Company, but the machinery and the engines 
were made by Messrs. W. and J. Dudgeon, engineers, Blackwall. 
The vessel is built of iron, of 778 tons measurement; is 162 ft. in 
length by 32 ft. in breadth, and 13 ft. 9in.in depth. She is flat in the

Fig. 1 resents a longitudinal elevation of the engines and 
wheel half in section, and fig. 2 shows the plan of the engines. It 
has been stated that there are perforations in the fore part of the 
vessel, through which the water enters. previous to entering the 
wheel-case. e perforations are produced by cutting slits in the 
iron plates in the transverse direction of the vessel and then bulging 
the plate on one side of each of the slite, which are indicated in 
fig. 1.

THE magnificent new theatre at Liverpool, seemed om. the 1b ult., 
under the management of the lessee, Mr, Alexander , with the 
best prospects of success, is the building of which Malle.

shops, to one of which extensive supper-rooms are attached. The lions’ 
heads in the above-named capitals are for ventilation as well as orna- 
ment, the mouths being pierced for the former purpose. The lower 
portion is surmounted by an enriched string-course, from which rise 
pilasters with handsomely carved capitals. These pilasters inclose 
five large circular-headed windows, each 9ft. wide by 12 ft. 6 in. 
high, every window being divided by a twisted column, from which 
spring two small arches, inclosed within a larger one. In the tympa- 
num are carved heads of Shakspeare, Schiller, Moliére, Beukeren, 
and Rossini—emblematically signifying that the building will be 
devoted both to drama and music. The entablature is of a rich and 
ornate character, containing panels in the frieze which serve as 
windows. The cornice is supported by carved modillions, and the 
whole is surmounted by a perforated and enriched balustrade, which 
serves to hide the roof in some measure, although it rises to an 
unusual height, in consequence of its immense spau. 

The interior is most conveniently arranged. As parties alight 
from the carriages they enter a roomy apartment, warmed by a 
stove, and handsomely furnished and decorated, which is intended 
for a waiting and conversation room. From this room a wide stair- 
case, 10 ft, wide, covered with a costly carpet, leads to a superb 
ante-room to the dress-circle, The decorations of this fine room are 
particularly rich, Ladies’ rooms open from it, and by two large 
folding doors the circle is entered. This is planned 
pretty much like the Prince's Theatre in Man- 
chester, except that it is not so high above the 
floor of the house, and that from it a short flight 
of stairs on each side leads to that part of the 
house commonly known as the pit, but which 
here is to be entirely occupied by commodious 
arm-chairs, called stalls. It is one of the pecu- 
liarities of this theatre that the pit, or that part 
to which the public will be admitted at pit prices, 
is over the dress-circle, and is, in fact, an unu- 
sually large upper circle. In this upper or pit 
circle the seats are cushioned, and each seat sepa- 
rated from the next by an iron arm. Above all is 
a lofty gallery, and on the same level the slips, 
an elegant arcade which contributes much to the 
ensemble. The fronts of the upper circleand gal- 
lery are panelled in blue satin tufted with gold 
stars, the panels being separated by artistically- 
modelled female figures holding festoons. The 
front of the dress-circle is not panelled, but is 
richly gilt, and toned by a skilful admixture of 
red and black. The upholstery is maroon coloured. 
The ceiling is divided into sections round the 
orifice from which the massive chandelier hangs, 
and is painted in appropriate designs, which, how- 
ever, are, on the whole, too heavy for the delicate 
ornamentation of the other parts of the house. A 
shaft on each side of the theatre receives the 
heated air driven through ventilators by the cold 
air from the stage, and, being carried upwards, the 
shafts converge above the chandelier. This is a 
new arrangement for ventilation, and there will be 
some curiosity to know if it is a success. The 
stage is very large, and is fitted with everything 
that the great demands of the modern drama 
require and that mechanical skill can supply. 
This has been done by Mr. Drummond, of the 
Manchester Prince’s Theatre, under the superin- 
tendence of Mr, Salomons. Two or three points 
deserve special notice, As thestageis always upon 
an incline, the tendency to fall forward, especially 
when long cuts in the floor are opened for rising 
scenes, has to be counteracted by locking the 
beams with iron bars, The inconvenience of this 
locking and unlocking has been avoided in this 
instance by a very simple arrangement. The 
usually upright beams in the cellar, which sup- 
port the stage, are not upright, but have a slight 
leaning the reverse way to the inclination of the 
stage. Consequently, before they can move for- 
ward they must describe the segment of a circle, 
and as it is impossible for them to become higher 
than they are, the stage is, therefore, perfectly 
secure. Again, the wings, or side scenes, are 
worked upon an ingenious plan. Each wing is 
attached to a jointed wooden band—a series of 
wood blocks attached to canvas on the under side, 
but forming a level floor with the stage when the 
scene is drawn back, and passing beneath as the 
wing is pushed forward. The third novelty is 
with the footlights, which are not visible from 
any rr of the house. They are inclosed in a 
metal box lined with enamelled iron, and fitted 
apparently below the level of the stage, which 
suddenly slopes about a foot from the lights. The 
burners are alternately high and low, that their 
light may be reflected to the scenery above and 
upon the floor, When required, there is an appa- 
ratus for throwing red, green, and other coloured 
lights on the stage by a sort of cylindrical move-

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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


Tue tide of extra-Parliamentary utterances has been rather at the 
ebb of late. Even in the few instances in which M.P.s have delivered 
themselves meg | of a portion of that which is sometimes 
called (generally with a laugh) their collective wisdom, they 
have directed their discourses to sections of the human race other 
than their own constituencies, For instance, Mr. Coleridge has been 
lecturing to nascent attorneys; Mr. Bernal Osborne has been fra- 
ternising, in the abstract, with licensed victuallers ; and Lord John 
Manners has appeared in his favourite character of the working 
man’s sympathising friend. 

Doubtless Mr. Coleridge has not forgotten that there is a phrase 
current amongst the Bar which is intended to be excessively 
severe and terribly comprehensive, though it sounds simple, and is 
by no means euphonious, We refer to the word “ hugging ;” which, 
being interpreted, means general and unbarrister-like dalliance and 
dealing with attorneys; and which once, even, went so far as to 
include in its sense, dancing with an attorney's daughter. Of late, 
barristers resolved to rise in their branch of the profession have 
contrived to elude this particular penal — by marrying, 
instead of merely dancing with, the ladies in question. But 
that he stands confessed in the main and in the highest 
qualities of his art the first advocate of the day in this 
country, and, therefore, has attorneys suppliants to him, in- 
stead of his being in an postulant to them, Mr. Coleridge 
might stand indicted at his circuit court for the greatest and most 
stupendous offence of “ hugging” that was ever perpetrated, It is 
true that the address he delivered at King’s College the other 
evening was opoeen to incipient attorneys ; but, doubtless, two thirds 
of them were in the condition of “children who were fathers to the 
men;” born in the atmosphere of parchment and pounce, and 
endowed with heir-at-lawship to a collection of tin boxes and costs- 
books. Every word of kindness and encouragement uttered to 
them, therefore, was so much appeal to whatever of their system 
does duty for the hearts of the parents of the youngling 
aspirants to whom Mr. Coleridge spoke such admirable 
advice, and such shrewd philosophy, married to the music of his 
voice and enshrined in the exquisite beauty of his language. He 
spoke to these budding fishers of men in a way, why or exactl 
wherefore we cannot say, that recalled to mind the manner in whic 
Izaac Walton directed that a worm should be put on a hook—he 
handled them as if he loved them. No need, however, to dwell in 
detail on that admirable dissertation which all the world where the 
English language is understood will be read with pleasure ; but let 
us sum up its purpose in a few words by saying that it earnestly 
besought future attorneys not to depend solely on the Act of 
Parliament which regulates their social status in order to become 
gentlemen. 

At Nottingham, one day lately, the vivacious and loquacious 
member for that city did a good stroke of electioneering by pre- 
siding at a banquet of publicans who call themselves a Protection 
Society. Into their tender feelings and delicate sympathies Mr. 
Bernal Osborne entered with the keenest congeniality. How he 
dwelt on the simplicity of their character; on the weakness 
of their nature; on the long-suffering which they have to 
endure; on the helplessness of each individual of their class; 
on the absolute necessity of their combination in order that 
they might establish themselves as moral guardians at their

Possibly, there never was 
an oration better fitted to time, place, and audience than this of 
which we are treating; and yet it had the strongest family likeness 
to those which Mr. Osborne is accustomed to inflict on the House of 
Commons. By this no reflection is meant to be cast on the assem- 
blage which legislates for us ; but what is intended to be conveyed is, 
that the orator, having but one style, of course, must to the 
Nottingham bonifaces pretty much as he does to M.P.s in liament 
assembled, varying only his topics according to the locus in

cylinder reduced to 2in. in thickness to admit a bursting charge of 
nominally 6 lb. of powder, but in reality 5lb,60z. The shell made 
a scoop 15} in, in a by 9in. wide and 3} in, deep, exploding on 
the inclined face of the target. Radial deviation, 18 in, A second 
Palliser shell was fired against the vertical face of the target with 
tremendous effect. It struck well upon the lower part of the upper 
armour-plate and Tor on the upper part of the lower plate, 
“slicking” through the entire target and leaving a clean hole 9} in, 
by 9in. in diameter. At the rear of the target such a scene of de- 
struction was never before witnessed ; the thick, diagonal balk of 
timber, 14 in. square, was broken completely across and bent up at 
right angles like a knee, and two supports of another row of piles, 
14 in. deep by 8 in. thick, were also carried away. The shell had 
struck the sixth rib, bursting well through and causing a ie 
of the backing and inner skin over a — area of 2 ft. 9in. by 
15 in., a portion of the shell striking the granite masonry 12 ft. in 
the rear and knocking off from the corner a large block 2 ft. high 
by 2ft. broad and 12in. thick. The shell-hole was fair between 
corners of a square formed by four of the large bolts, 

showing the target to be very solid at this part. The 
velocity attained by the shell was 1320ft. per second. The 
next shell fired was one of which only the head was hardened by 
the chilling , the rest of the shell being of unchilled iron, 
Such a projectile, with a bursting charge of 2lb. 80oz., was fired 
against inclined side; the head of the shell was jammed in the 
armour plate, ina hole 1 ft. 4in. by 16in., the force of the missile 
driving out one of the great connecting bolts, 34in. in diameter, 
clean through, 10 ft. or 12 ft.to the rear. The hit was accurately 
made at 1 ft. from the lower edge of the plate; the radial deviation 
being nil Another shell was fired at the perpendicular face, striking 
6Zin. on the upper plate, across the opening made by a previous 
shot, and taking 1 in. on to the upper edge of the lower plate ; radial 
deviation, 20in.

n the rear one rib was carried completely away for a length of 
8ft.; the skin and backing shivered over an area of 2 ft. 7 in. by 
2ft.; a second rib, to the right of the first, was bent and cracked ;

strewed with ents of skin plates, amongst which were lyin 
numerous wood bolt-heads, As the chilling had not been arres 
within the area of the head, but had extended also to the bodies of 
the shells, this method of manufacture did not offer the desired 
advan The object of the next two shots was to test the 
chilled projectiles manufactured by M. Grusen, of Magdeburg, after 
which a Palliser 9-in. shot was fired at the inclined face, going com- 
pletely through ; another at the vertical face, and a shell, which 
carried 7 the fourth rib of the target. Then came a chilled 
steel shell, which made an indention 9} in. by 10 in, across, and 7} in. 
deep, there being three large fissures starting in the cavity and 
running for some distance along the plate, which was warped by 
the concussion. Another Grusen shot, fired at 1332 ft. velocity, was 
shattered in a scoop 15in. by 10in. Radial deviation, 4 ft. 9in. 
Then a Palliser shot made a hole 10in. by 1lin., the depth to head 
of shot jammed in plate being 9in. This shot concluded the firing 
with the 9-in. gun at the 8-in. target.

Tue Farmers’ Club—some of whose members seem to have a secret 
notion that the Chamber of Agriculture will prove an Aaron's rod 
to swallow it up, and hint at an alliance in consequence—opened 
their session with a capital hit in the shape of Mr. James Howard's 
lecture on “ Things in America,” which, of course, drew a large house, 
Curiously enough, the gentleman whose place he supplied is 
announced as the secretary of the rival establishment. e shall 
watch with some interest the proceedings of the two agricultural 
operas in the East and West End. The lecture was a great success, 
and the Americans present bore the fullest eng to the kind 
and ——— tone in which it was couched. Of course, it is 
impossible for us to give anything like an abstract of it; but we 
shall no doubt soon hail it in the shape of an international pam- 
hiet. We wish the general run of State papers were half as 
ively and instructive. Mr. Howard calculates the inclosed land of 
the States at 400 millions of acres, and the uninclosed at a billion 
and a half, and yet the whole of it has been surveyed, mapped, and 
registered. Three fourths to seven eighths of the people are 
engaged in agriculture; Iowa, across the Mississippi, is the 
“most beautiful count for farming,’ and yet land there 
just sells for about as much as it would let for here; and of its fifty 
millions of acres, only eight millions are under cultivation, The 
farms generally average one hundred acres, and those in the western 
country from 500 to 1000. A Mr. Sullivant, of Illinois, has 70,000 
acres on hand, and “ does it systematically and well.” Wheat and 
cereal crops yield fully a third less than in England, and thirt 
bushels of wheat is considered a fair crop. Indian corn, whic 
sometimes attains a height of 12ft., will yield as high as one hundred 
bushels, and is often cut green for fodder. As in Canada, the kernel 
of the farming system is exhaustion. Rotation is very little ob- 
served, and, with the exception of potatoes, a root crop is rarely 
seen, Crop after crop is taken from the soil without anything in 
the shape of fertilisers being returned. The bones of the country 
are thrown aside, and when they are collected it is for exportation ; 
and the linseed and cotton cake pass away as cargoes to Europe. 
Still, one old farmer on the banks of the Wabash, Indiana, 
told Mr. Howard that for thirty-five years he had grown 
Indian corn, and that the ground, without any manure dressing, 
was equal to eighty bushels per acre. The grass does not wear the 
rich green of our English pastures, and want of care in preparing 
the land, careless selection of seed, and subsequent stocking, seem to 
have much to do with it. In agricultural machinery the Americans 
have gone ahead, and about 100,000 reaping and mowing machines 
are made annually, With the exception of reapers, the implements 
are of very inferior design to the English, and the great want is of 
good steerage drills and horse-hoes to follow. Hence, as labour is 
so dear in most cases, the corn and the weeds seem to be “left to 
grow together unto the harvest.” Nearly all the implements are 
furnished with seats for men to ride, the idea being to get more 
work out of the labourers. Steam-ploughs have not yet been intro- 
duced, The mode of trying implements at the Saratoga meeting 
seems to have satisfied Mr. Howard to his heart's content, and he 
has duly served a copy of the rules upon Mr, Hall Dare. Catch him 
neglecting to do that, 
uriously enough, at this very meeting, the first-prize bull was 
by Messrs. Charles Howard and Robinson’s well-known Second 
Duke of Thorndale. Shorthorns are in an enormous majority, but 
all the other breeds of cattle flourish (forty great cheese manu- 
facturers in Oneida county, N.Y.S., keep 16,000 cows between 
them), and sheep “are of a very nondescript character, generally 
miserably bred and ill-looking things, about half the size of the 
English.” Flocks of Leicesters, Southdowns, or Merinoes are very rare. 
“There are about as many pigs as people,” or thirty-three millions ; 
and while the beef and mutton are “ inferior, tasteless, and tough,” 
pork is “tolerably good,” and the New World Chicago is the great 
slaughter-house, and 1,400,000 pigs and 90,000 cattle are annually 
killed there, The draught horses are small and active, and the 
“Kentucky thoroughbred” is the favourite breed. When the 
Americans w bigger crops they will want bigger horses in their 
reaping-machines; and, if they do not adopt steam, much heavier ones 
also in their ploughs. Some of the horses are shod with malleable 
cast-iron shoes, which are fastened without the use of nails, merely 
clip the foot, and are secured by rivets. These Mr. Howard purposes 
trying on his own Bedfordshire farm, The American farmer seems 
to have an enormous appetite for agricultural reading, and the issue 
of the two leading weekly papers reaches 200,000 and 150,000, By 
the “ Homestead Law ” each father of a family desiring to settle and 
to be naturalised receives a grant of land as a free gift. He has no 
tithe, rent, or church rate to bother him; the poor rate is a mere 
bagatelle, and he-is not eaten up by game. His horses cost him little 
to keep; he is not perpetually watching the phases of a rainy and 
uncertain climate ; and high wages, coupled with the 25 per cent tax 
on English machinery, are the only “ agricultural burdens” of which 
he can complain. 

The Royal a. Society of England commenced its 1866-7 
session last week. The balance in the hands of its bankers on Oct. 
81 was stated at £1208 Os. 11ld., and it was determined to sell ont 
£1000 worth of stock. The members’ arrears have becgge very 
large indeed; and, if the recommendation to send them each a copy 
of the current journal and a circular does not soften their hearts, 
we suppose that the defaulters must be handed over to the company’s 
solicitor. Sundry high legal opinions were taken some years ago 
upon this point, and it was advised that subscriptions could be 
enforced by law.

Death has been very 
busy with our great 
horsemen this year, 
and in “Squire” Osbal- 
deston, Captain White, 
Charles vis, and 
James Mason, we have 
lost four such as the 
remainder of the century 
will hardly match. If 
any of them were with- 
out a peer, it was Mr, 
Davis. His position en- 
titled him to be a very 
“king of hunting ser- 
vants,” and it was his 
pride and his pleasure to 
maintain that character. 
Bold and faultless as a 
horseman, no one in the 
Royal Hunt could out- 
ride him till he was past 
three score and ten; 
“and even the oldest 
stag - hunters could 
hardly fathom the daring 
talent of his subtle casts 
till they saw with their 
own eyes, and heard with 
their own ears, the 
hounds once more 
striking the line.” Well 
might Lord Mary- 
borough sometimes say 
to him, in the days 
when attorneys were 
facetiously said to race 
with retainers to that 
pty Serjeant’s 
chambers, “I reall 
thought, Davis, of aa 
ing for Garrow to cross- 

examine you.” 

After all his hunting 
perils of sixty-four sea- 
sons he left off as whole 
in limb as when (at 
fifteen) he first donned 
the Royal livery as 
whipper-in to his father, 
who was “hare hunts- 
man” tothe King.

THE PLEBISCITUM 

AT VENICE. 
THE plebiscitum, or 
voting by universal 
suffrage, for the an- 
nexation of Venice to 
the kingdom of Italy, 
took place on the 2ist 
and 22nd ult., the pos- 
session of that city and 
its provinces having 
been relinquished by 
Austria and handed over, 
through the mediation 
of a French Commis- 
sioner, to the custody of 
their own municipal 
authorities. 

The people were called 
upon to express their 
wishes touching “their 
union to the kingdom of 
Italy under the constitu- 
tional monarchical go- 
vernment of King Victox 
Emmanuel and his 
lawful successors.” If 
favourable to the union 
they were to express 
such desire by answering 
“Si.” which means 
“ay,” or “yes;” if of 
the contrary opinion, by 
answering “No.” The 
2ist and 22nd of October 
were the days appointed 
for the votes to be taken 
Due notice was given, 
and the voting-places 
were crowded, On Sun 
day morning, the 21st, 
and throughout the day, 
every Venetian walk«! 
about with a large “ Si,” 
printed upon a little 
equare piece of paper, 
stuck in his hat or in his 
button-hole. The method 
of voting was by drop- 
ping one of these tickets 
into the urn or ballot- 
box 

The tickets were col- 
lected and counted by 
4 the commissioners ap- 
pointed for that pu at the Doge’s Palace, in the nd old hall 
where the Doges of Venice were formerly elected. The president 
was Commendatore Tecchio, Judge of the Court of Appeal, a 
Venetian lawyer, who has, since 1848, been livin in exile from his 
native city, and was one of the most distinguish members of the 
Chamber of Deputies at Turin in the time of Count Cavour, Our 
Special Artist sends an Illustration of the scene at the final sitting of 
the commission, on the 27th ult., when the returns of the voting from 
each of the several provinces of the Venetian territory were scruti- 
nised. The announcement of their almost unanimous result was 
received with loud a those present : the hall hops Signor 
Tecchio came out upon the balcony, as soon as the e numbers 
had been verified, to possiaien the fact to the exsuniiad multitude in 
the Piazzetta below.

Goethe's Letters to Leipzig Friends, Edited by Otto Jahn, Trans- 
lated by Robert Slater, jun. With three lithographed Portraits, 
(Longmans.) This book a at the right season ; for of late 
there has been much to remind us of Goethe, Eye and ear have 
been alike beseiged; “ Faust” has stared at us from many-coloured 
bilis upon the walls and from the more sombre advertisements in the 
newspapers. Night by night the music of Gounod has thundered 
“ Faust ” in the ears of the frequenters of the Italian Opera House, 
and night by night “Faust” has drawn crowded audiences to the 
Theatre Royal, Drury Lane. And “Faust” is Goethe, and Goethe 
is “Faust.” Whoever, then, has had his thoughts directed to 
“ Faust ” should have had his memory at the same time recalled to 
Goethe—should have had a desire kindled to know all that may be 
known about the maker of the most wonderful ever written, 
and should fall to with appetite on the fare which Mr. Slater has 
provided, Whether any, and, if any, how much, of what is con- 
tained in Mr, Slater’s volume has before now appeared in Mr, Lewis's 
or any other “Life of Goethe” we cannot trust our recollection 
sufficiently to affirm; but we can confidently affirm that 
Mr. Slater's book is invested with peculiar interest. For it was at 
Leipzig that Goethe commenced his studies ; for three years he was 
a member of the University there ; and there he formed friendships 
and attachments, committed excesses, paid penalties, and underwent 
processes which exercised an influence upon all his future life, and 
perhaps suggested the groundwork of and gave the tone to his im- 
mortal masterpiece. At Leipzig he was hardly conscious of his 
powers ; he was but little, if at all, superior to his fellows; he was 
wild, restless, and not less uncertain of his fate than the skittish 
yearling who is destined to win the Derby ; and yet it was there that 
the slow-match was lighted which burned and burned till it reached 
his soul, and set his dormant genius ablaze. Therefore it is that we 
would fain learn all that research can discover about his early youth 
at Leipzig. In 1849 the good people of Leipzig assembled to cele- 
brate the hundredth anniversary of Goethe's birth, and on that occa- 
sion there were given to the world certain memorials of the poet’s 
early life. These it seemed to Professor Otto Jahn desirable to 

srpetuate by putting them together in the form of a book. 
The result is a somewhat motley collection; but it is on that very 
account, perhaps, the more piquant. The translator rightly con- 
ceived that he could make Professor Jahn’s work “ not unacceptable 
to the English public ;” and he very properly calls attention to the 
value of certain “early correspondence, which, from its character, 
can be more relied on for accuracy than Goethe's own account as 
furnished in his autobiography, written at a later period of his life, 
when time had blended somewhat indistinctly in his memory the 
incidents referred to.” As the collection has been called motley, it 
may be advisable to mention of what it is made up. First we have 
a sketch of “ apy in Leipzig ;” next, there is a batch of 
“Goethe’s letters to John Jacob Riese ;” and afterwards, in suc- 
cession, follow “ Goethe's letters to Ch. G. Schoenkopf and his 
daughter Kitty,” “Goethe’s letters to Adam Fr. Oeser and his 
daughter Frederica,” “Goethe's Leipzig Songs,” “Goethe's letters 
to Ch. and J. G. E. Breitkopf,” “Goethe's letters to Phil. Erasmus 
Reich,” “ Extracts from letters of Cornelia Goethe,” and “ Goethe's 
Letters to Frederick Rochlitz.”

France under Richelieu and Colbert. By J. H. Bridges, M.B 
(Edinburgh : Edmonston and Douglas.) This is one of those books 
which students, and even mere readers of history, require to have at 
their elbows. According to the skill and taste of various historians 
are the various histories : one gives a dry chronicle of events ; another 
revels in picturesque description; a third depends for his charm 
upon epigrammatic balance of periods, meretricious tinsel, and in- 
genious paradox ; a fourth is read for his eloquence ; a fifth arranges 
his work after the manner of a fascinating drama; a sixth is but a 
political partisan or religious bigot ; a seventh lays himself out for 
scandalous details and the intrigues of Courts. But few write and 
few study history as if it were the record of what has been, is being, 
and will be done by man, not men ; as if it were the crystal in whi 
the past and the future of the human race is shadowed forth; 
as if it were the dynamometer whereby to measure the forces 
which accelerate or retard the universal development to 
come, Mr. Bridges quotes the saying of Pascal that “the 
human race is a colossal man, ever growing and ever learning ;” 
and history is as it were a journal kept to show how the Colossus has 
fared from the first, and what may be his expectations for the 
future; what has advanced and what has impeded his growth ; what 
diseases he has suffered from, what remedies were necessary to be 
applied, and what has been the effect of the frequent blood-letting 
to which he has been subjected ; what has been his general education, 
what his mental culture, and what his social advancement. It is 
needful, therefore, that whoever are interested in knowing by what 
means and how soon or how late the Colossus is likely to reach the 
fulness of his bulk and of his cultivation, should study history after 
a fashion different from that commonly in vogue, and should not 
confine themselves to certain isolated fields where petty spectacles 
are presented, but should put themselves in such a position as to 
see that what seemed to them isolated fields are but portions 
of the broad area on which the battle of human progress is 
being fought, and should accustom themselves to regard cen- 
turies as not less inseparable from continuous time, until all things 
shall have been accomplished, than is day from day until the revo- 
lution of a year is completed. “ Truditur dies die,” and century 
A ee century. Mr. Bridges says: “To those who look at the 

istory of the advanced portion of our race; at the history—that 
is, of southern and western Europe and its colonies—as the con- 
tinuous and uninterrupted growth of one vast organism, each cen- 
tury will be seen to form an organic of the living whole, to 
have no separate life nor meaning.” In the lectures, then, which he 
has now incorporated in a volume, he says, “the question which 
more or Jess visibly will underlie the whole series is, What place in 
the chain of universal history does the age of Louis XIV. occupy ? 
How far can we see it to be consequent on the previous history of 
France and of Europe? What permanent ts did it bequeath 
to the future, to the eighteenth century, and to all future time ?” 
Not long since we had occasion to speak highly of Miss Freer’s 
“Regency of Anne of Austria.” She treated her subject 
from her point of view extremely well; but it is prett 
clear, from what has been said, that Mr. Bridges, althoug 
he must perforce touch occasionally upon topics with which 
Miss Freer had to deal, will handle them in a different fashion. 
According to his way of looking at things, it would be but waste of 
time to cull from extant memoirs details which would amuse, 
dramatic anecdotes which would entertain or startle, or even nar- 
ratives which would be from a certain point of view instructive. 
“Nor will military campaigns and glorious victories be alluded to,” 
except “in the most manner; their results only so far 1s 
they are permanently important being stated.” ‘The lectures are 
four in number.
